Sewer Contractors 


Get Raise In Price To Improve The 
Quality Of The Cement 


| 

At the city council meeting last 
| night a new phase of the sewer con- 
| tract came up when ‘Taylor & Bour- 
chier appeared to ask for a re-adjust- 
ment of the price on the grounds that 
| there was room for and had occurred 
| from the wording 


of the specifications, amounting in the 


a misapprehension 


aggregate to a very large total on the 
entire job. 

BE. J. Tayior acted as spokesman in 
presenting the firm’s case. He intim- 
ated that the specifications called for 
7 parts of gravel and sand to 1 of ce- 
ment but that the engineer’s interpre- 
tation called for 5 parts to 1. 

The difference was in the fact that 
five vards of gravel will hotd two yards 
of sand, or thereabouts, without in- 
creasing the bulk, the merely 
filling the interstices, and one part of 
cement added to this would still not 
increase the bulk as the sand and gra- 
vel would take up the cement. The 
cement required therefore to make 
five yards of material would be | cubie 
yard, whereas they had taken the in- 
terpretation that one cubic yard of 
cement would be sufficient to mix for 
seven yards of concreting material.

BIRTH AND BARLY LIFE 

The Free Press is pleased to present 
to its readers in this issue, once more 
a view of the features of Ven Robert 
| McDonald, archdeacon o} Mackenzie 
| River, Church of England, and to 
present its congratulations on his re- 
covery from his recent illness. He has 
had the sincere sympathy of many 
friends, not only in this illness ,but 
also in the sad bereavements which he 
has suffered within the pist year, in 
the death of his eldest son at Christ- 
mag and his eidest daughter, who pass- 
ei away on July i9. 

A sketch of Archdeacon McDonald’s 
life cannot fail to be read with inter- 
ext at this time by those who know 


less familiar with the mission work of 
lthe Church of England in the Far 
North. His father was the late Neil 
McDonald ,a native cf Islay, Scotiand 
one of.the explorers under Sir John 
Franklin; and his mother’s, maiden 
name was Anne Logan, daughter of 
Robert Logan, of Inverness, Scotland, 
at one time governor of Assinibois. 
He was born at Point Dcuglas, now a 
portion of Winnipeg ,Nov. 7, 1829. He 
was, educated at St. John’s college, un- 
der the late Bishop Anderson; he was 
a scholar of the foundation, 


of the college. He was ordained dea- 
}con in December, 1852, and priest in 
1853. He was first stationed at Church 
Missionary society missionary at Is- 
lington, Winnipeg river. In 1862 he 
was selected to establish a misSion at
